On the 25th January, 1990, Shri Doddappa Sanna Thim- 
ma^a. Constable was going on sick leave to his native place 
at Chlkkapurada Gollarahaty in Chltradurga Taluk by a 
private bus carrying about 60 passengers. At about 1313 
hours when the bus was nearing Medikerapura village near 
Railway line suddenly there was hue and cry in the bus and 
shouts of bomb. On hearing this, the driver stopped the bus. 
The inmates alighted from the bus and started running helter 
skelter. Shri Thimmappa who was inside the bus also got 
down from the bus and found 4-5 persona running be hin d 
the bus.

On the 9th June, 1990, Shri Diwan Chand, SuperinterUent 
of Police, Headquarters, Ferozepur received information that 
some extremists will be going to cross the Indo-Pak border 
from the areas between village Hazara Ram Singh and 
Jodha Bhainl, Immediately four naka parties were formed, 
first headed by Shri Diwan Chand, 2nd by Inspector 
Nachhattar Sirigh, 3rd by a Sub-Inspector and 4th by an 
Assistant Sul'-Inspector, under the overall command of 
Shri Diwan Chand. At about 9,00 PM naka-bandi was
